If we fail to take advantage of | 
this opportunity our dunage will be irreparable 
for several thousunds of years, Although 
Russia's force is inferior to ours, she is now 
acting as oudaciously ood shameleasty 08 though 
slio were Mistress in the East, by despising 
treaties, instiguting horsed-robbers, sending 
disguised a idiers inte Corea, and devising to 
got the lease of some important point in Corea. 
It is needless tosuy What she intends, when she 
bes assured herself of victory over aby: 
antagonist, lf she gets o footing in Man- 
churia, she will surely covet Corda; and when 
the latter has fatlen into her hands, the next 
step to be taken by hor is cluar enough. 

These sre the reasons why we must solve the 
Manchurian question with o right perception 
of its roots. At this moment Heaven gives us 
amplo prespect of victory; we have tho 
geographical advantage, while Russia bea not 
yete stable focting in thé Bast ;-wo have har- 
uony among our people, who are unsuimously 
resly to fight Russis; to neglect the moment is 
to wudanger great achievoments of our ancestors 
oud rain the prosperity of our descendants. 

‘Diplomacy, of course, needs an deliberate 
consideration, snd we must carefully investigate 
the disp sitions of England, tho United States, 
Germany, aiid France, but the attitndes of thesa 
conntries ate almost plaia. That of England 
will bo decided by the interpretation of the 
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Anglo-Japanesa agreement, and it in neodlom 
therefore to ugsnra oursolves of ber disposition 
since tho agreement stipulotes that Boglaud 
will keep strict noutrality if Jopan fighta only 
one couatry, Moreover thore has been amplo 
occasion to discover her attitnde since the’ 8th 
April, on whioh date Russia was to evacuate 
Manchuria. 

The statement that Vorea must by no meang 
be put under thu jnifluonce of any other country 
would be reasonable, but if, wo want to protect 
Corea wa must not leave Monohuria ia Russian 
hands, It must’be already nndorstood that to 
place the disputing point in Manchuria would 
bo ‘quite, different from placing it. in Coren, 
Rusaia, of couray, soems disposed to looate the 
question in Cores, with the inferenco that 
Manchuria is alroudy in ber bonds. But ‘the 
solution of tho presont Eastern queation muat 
involve the. kovpiog intact of Magcharia; if we 
yield a'step to Russia and let het got ‘to China, 
sho will easily go a step further. 

Aftor all tho Manchurian question should bo 
discussed without reforouce to Conca. If wo 
yield avd rostrict our interesta in Maacharia in 
order to. get a trifling, nominal iutarest in Cores 

| the lost state of affairs will bo worso than the 
present condition, ‘fo discuss the question 
rfrom the logal: standpoint, the evacuation of 
Manchuria is, needless to say, Russia's duty, 


This evacuation does not mean the trausferancy |. . 


of troops from ono district’ to another, but the 
clearing away of all troops, inciuding the railway 
guords, The agreemont for returning Maon- 
churia stipulates in its second article that: 
“Tho Chinose Government agrecs in revovor- 
ing the sovoreignty and cdmiuistration over 
Manchuria to recognise tho period of contract 
and other torms agreed’upon with the Ruaso- 
Chinese Bank ; to protect railways and officials 
in accordance with the fifth article of the 
agreoment; and alko to be responsible for the 
protvotion of Russing snbjects.resident in 
Manchuria ond tho safety of their works, 
And in the fifth article of the sgreemout, with 
the Husso-Chinero ‘Bank it is atipulnted that: 


“ Railways and mou on tho railway shall bo} 


proteoted by the Chinese Government, who shull 
muko regulations,” etc. ~ 

It is cloasoxovgh then that the Manchurian 
railway ia to bo protected in acoordancd with 
Chinese regulations, which have never recognig. 
ed thut tho railway iy (o be protected by 
Russian troops. The meaning of evacuation is, 
therefore, the clearing awoy of all troops 
without exception, and Rossio’s action in pro- 
tecting the railway by ber own soldiors is not 
based on the Treaty or the Regulations. 

Sinew Russia swore to this agreement before 
tho witnesxes of the foreign Powers, that Power 
which bas close ond critical interest iu the fuliil- 


mont, of that duty is entitled to request its| _. 


fulfilment with firmness, We must resolutely 
require the eracnation of Manchuria, Although 
Russian statosmon try to bribe us with honied 
words we wust look at the question from its 
roots and make no yielding to . evapt Corea for 
Manchuria or any such siuggish policy. : 

Woe are not arbitrarily insisting on fighting ; 
on the contrary we shall ‘greatly regret if we 
are remembered herexfter as prophets because 
things have turned out exactly of wo surmised. 

The Japanese nation is notified that the 
existence of the State is threatened if the 
opportunity given by Heaven. is neglected. 
We shall be committing national suicide if we 
try to put off the criss by a sluggish policy, 
The question must be sulved ut vince.
